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COINS OF THE FEDERATION OF RHCDESIA AND NYAS ALAND 
By John E. Vandigriff 

In 1953 Southern Rhodesia and Northern Rhodesia formed a federation 
and the first minting of Federal coins was dated 1955. The first 
minting included 2,000 sets of proof coins. 

The denominations of the coins were 2/6d, 2/-, 1/-, 6d and 3d of 
cupro-nickel and coins of Id and l/2d of bronze. The proof coins of 
2/6d to 3d were of .500 silver and the Id and l/2d were of bronze. 

The half-crown, florin, shilling and sixpence had milled edges while 
the edges of the threepence, penny and half-penny were plain. The 
copper-nickel coins had for the obverse impression the uncrowned 
effigy of Queen Elizabeth the Second consisting of the head looking 
to the right, with the inscription "Queen Elizabeth the Second". 

For the reverse impressions, the coins bore the inscription "Rhodesia 
and Nyasaland" and had the following designs: 

Half-crown - The coa'; of arms of the Federation of Rhodesia 

and Nyasaland surmounted by the Royal Cyper ,; E II R" 
Florin - A Fish Eagle in flight, with a fish in its talons, 
between the letters "E.R." 

Shilling - A sable antelope 

Sixpence - A leopard 

Threepence - A flame Lily 

-The bronze coins were perforated in the centre and had for the re- 
verse impression a arrangement of the name of the Federation, the 
date of the year, and within ornamental scrolls, the denomination. 

The obverse impressions were as follows: 

Penny - Two elephants rampart, facing each other, with, 

between the upstretched trunks, a crown and, 
around, the inscription "Queen Elizabeth the Second". 

Half-penny - Two giraffes facing each other, with, between 

the heads, a crown, and, around, the inscription 
"Queen Elizabeth the Second". 

The standard weights and the diameters and thicknesses of the Federal 
coins were the same as those of Southern Rhodesia. British coins 
were demonetized in Northern Rhodesia and Nyasaland on the 1st of 
January, 1955. 

The Federation of Rhodesia and Nyasaland was dissolved on December 
21, 1963 and the three Federal Territories renamed Rhodesia, Malawi 
and the Republic of Zambia. Coins were issued by each of the three 
new countries except for the l/2d, Id and 3d. The coins of the 
Federation of these three denominations were to continue to circulate 
as a common currency .

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A WORD ON CLUB AUCTIONS 


There is a saying that "you don't get something for nothing". 

This old adage has been proven time and again at our club auctions. 

Although the small attendance at our meetings during the summer 
vacation months has had a depressing effect on sales, of greater 
.import has been the desire to "get something for nothing". 

The club auction rules are simply stated: 

1) No more than 40 lots to be auctioned within one hour. 

2) A maximum of 5 lots per seller unless all 40 lots are 
not taken. 

3) Lots to be on display by 7:30. 

4) No lot to have a value of less than seventy-five (.75) 
cents . 

5) The club receives a commission of 5% on sales with a 
minimum of ten (10) cents. A lot that is passed for 
lack of bids pays the minimum. 

6) If a seller buys back his own lot he shall pay the full 
selling commission . 

The buyers at our auctions should realize that the lots that can 
be had for a "steal" are not worth the stealing. The sellers 
should also be aware of this for they also try to "steal" when 
they offer items to sell of low value or mediocre quality. 

The sellers should realize that there is little likelihood of them 
receiving more than two-thirds the catalog value of a coin unless 
it is a scarce item. They should also realize that they cannot 
sell common coins of low catalog value. He should remember that 
the coins and sets that have been easy for him to acquire have 
been acquired by others. 

If our sellers will offer better grade lots of nice quality and 
have their lots on display by 7:30 they may be pleasantly surprised.
